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On December 26, 2006, I/M McKinnon told Deputy Nuñez he was experiencing chest 
pains and needed his heart medication. Deputy Nuñez then unlocked the cell door 
and allowed I/M McKinnon to exit his cell so she could escort him to the clinic for his 
medication. I/M McKinnon exited his cell, stopped, then went back into his cell to get 
his walker. He then started walking rapidly down the hall. Deputy Nuñez caught up 
with I/M McKinnon and began to escort him to the clinic. I/M McKinnon turned and 
walked in the opposite direction of the clinic, telling Deputy Nufiez that he was going 
to find a Senior Deputy. Deputy Nufiez said that despite her repeated demands for 
McKinnon to stop, he continued walking away from her. Deputy Nufiez then stood in 
front of I/M McKinnon and tried to explain to him that he needed to go to the clinic 
first. 


VM McKinnon then raised his walker, slammed it on the floor, raised his fists, and 
attempted to punch her. Deputy Nuñez defended herself by punching I/M McKinnon 
on his face with her right fist. I/M McKinnon held onto Deputy Nuñez’ uniform shirt 
and they exchanged punches to each other's body and chest area. 


C. A. Quinonez was near the 6000 Hospital Control Booth when he heard Deputy 
Nufiez shouting, "Hey, hey." In the observation mirror mounted in the hallway he saw 
ШМ McKinnon punching Deputy Nuñez. He гап to them and knocked I/M McKinnon 
off balance and against the wall to keep Deputy Nufiez from getting hurt. The three 
of them then fell to the ground. 


Deputy Solorio and Deputy sponded and tried to handcuff I/M McKinnon, 
however, I/M McKinnon placed his arms underneath his chest and refused to allow 
deputies to handcuff him. С.А. Quinonez pulled I/M McKinnon's left arm out ом 
underneath his chest, but I/M McKinnon resisted placing it behind his back and 


kicked his legs at the deputies. Deputy Solorio tried to gain control of 1/М McKinnon's 
right arm, which I/M McKinnon had tucked under his chest. Deputy е ум 
McKinnon's legs against the ground. Deputy сес side-ways flashlight strikes 
to ИМ McKinnon's upper body during the fight. After several minutes of struggling, 
they were successful in forcibly handcuffing /M McKinnon. 


I/M McKinnon said he is currently receiving medical treatment at MCJ for 
psychological problems, which have been diagnosed as Post Traumatic Stress 
Disorder, Depression, and for being Bi-Polar. 


On April 26, 2007, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted 
a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that were evaluated 
by the committee were: MMP 88 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3-01/025.10, 
Unreasonable Force; and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards. 


Concerning: 

MMP § 3-01/025:00, Use of Force, and MMP § 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force, 
the Committee determined that the force used by all personnel was reasonable and 
necessary and in compliance with Department policy. 


MMP § 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards, the Committee determined that the 
tactics employed by all personnel in this incident were within Department Policy.

On December 26, 2006, the Internal Affairs Bureau Force and Shooting Response Team 
went to Men’s Central Jail regarding a significant use of force. The team consisted of 
Sergeant John W. Harris, Sergeant Trent Denison and Lieutenant Michael Parker. 


SYNOPSIS: 

On Friday, December 22, 2006, Inmate Richard McKinnon was involved in a physical 
altercation with deputies assigned to the 6000 Floor of Men's Central Jail. internal Affairs 
Bureau was notified on that date as per policy (mandatory notification requirements), 
because the inmate was punched in the face during the use of force. 


On Monday, December 26, 2006, IAB was notified that the Men's Central Jail Watch 
Commander had received the results of /M McKinnon's x-ray, which revealed that he had 
a hairline fracture to his jaw. 


On December 22, Deputy Melissa Nunez heard /M McKinnon banging on the door from 
inside his cell (MCJ Hospital #6029). 1/M McKinnon claimed he was experiencing chest 
pains and needed his heart medication. Deputy Nunez told ИМ McKinnon that she would 
take him to the clinic for his medication and to have hís blood pressure checked. Deputy 
Nunez then unlocked the cell door and allowed I/M McKinnon to exit his cell. 


Use of Force 
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Deputy Nunez said that upon unlocking the cell door, I/M McKinnon exited his cell with his 
walker and began walking rapidly down the hall. Deputy Nunez caught up with I/M 
McKinnon and began to escort him to the clinic. I/M McKinnon turned and walked in the 
opposite direction of the clinic, telling Deputy Nunez that he was going to find Senior 
Deputy Morales, and that he wanted to talk to him. Deputy Nunez said she got in front of 
VM McKinnon and tried to reason with him. 


ИМ McKinnon said, “Get out of my way you bitch. 1 don’t care if you are a sheriff, | need 
to go." He then raised his walker and slammed it on the floor. I/M McKinnon then raised 
his fists and attempted to punch her. Deputy Nunez defended herself by punching I/M 
McKinnon in the face near his temple, with her right fist. I/M McKinnon then punched 
Deputy Nunez in the chest and held onto her uniform shirt. The inmate and deputy 
exchanged punches to the body and chest area of each other. 


Deputies — Solorio and | — EM CA Quinonez, saw what was happening and 
came to the aid of Deputy Nunez. The assisting personnel worked together to take the 
inmate down to the floor and handcuff him. The I/M resisted handcuffing by his tensing 
his arms and trying to pull away. Іп order to overcome I/M McKinnon's resistance, and 
handcuff him, Deputy struck him 2-3 times in the upper back with his flashlight. 
Eventually, the personnel were able to handcuff him. 


Once his resistance was overcome, he was placed into a wheelchair and taken to LCMC 
for medical treatment. The I/M complained of pain to his back, neck and face. LCMC Dr. 
Badris treated the I/M for soreness to his jaw and nose, a lower left eyelid laceration repair, 
and bruising to his left eye. When asked if the injuries were consistent with the reported 
use of force, the Dr. said it was inconclusive. X-rays later revealed that the I/M's jawbone 
had a hairline fracture, and that he also had a small nasal fracture.

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VM McKinnon said a woman let him out of his cell and after letting him out, told him to stop, and 
go back to his сей. He said he told the woman he wasn't going back, that he needed his 
medication. ИМ McKinnon said the woman then grabbed his walker and hit him in the mouth, 
adding, "she can't hit for shit." 


He denied rasing his walker in a threatening manner and said that he didn't call her any names until 
after she hit him. I/M McKinnon denied striking Deputy Nunez and said he doesn't know why she 
punched him. 


VM McKinnon said she called her buddies and that five or six of them came running around the 
comer and beat him up. He said the beating took place after he was handcuffed. ҮМ McKinnon 
said he was kicked in the head and struck in the back of his head with a flashlight, after being 
handcuffed. 


VM McKinnon said it was done by а “Mexican cop” that he hadn't seen before or since then. /M 
McKinnon said, The Mexican cop said, "she's my partner. I'm going to break your fucking arm, 
break your fucking nose, Рт going to fuck you up." УМ McKinnon said and he did.

VM McKinnon rambled on during the interview and added that he was hit in his eye, nose and the 
back of the neck with a flashlight. He finally admitted that he never saw the flashlight, but knows 
it was a flashlight by the way it felt. I/M McKinnon said, "I'm a boxer. One on one, no one can whip 
me." 


ИМ McKinnon acknowledged that he wanted to see Senior Deputy Morales to give him court 
papers from the judge. He admitted that he was in fact arguing with Deputy Nunez, but only 
standing his ground when she punched him. 


ИМ McKinnon said he is currently receiving medical treatment at MCJ for psychological problems, 
which have been diagnosed as PTSD (Post Traumatic Stress Disorder), Depression, and forbeing 
Bi-Polar. He then named off numerous medications that he takes, including medication for his 
heart. ИМ McKinnon said that since in custody, he has been receiving his medication and that he 
in fact takes the medication as prescribed. He said he has been rated as being 100% disabled by 
the Veterans Administration for his psychological problems. 


INJURIES: 


Deputies Injuries: Neither of the deputies required medical treatment. 
Deputy Nunez received scratches and abrasions to the top of her right hand, near her knuckles. 


Deputy Solorio received abrasions to his left inner forearm.

VM McKinnon complained of pain to his back, neck, knees, face, and a loss of hearing to his left 
ear.

Deputy Melissa Nunez 
On December 26, 2006, at approximately 1:46 PM, Deputy Melissa Nunez was interviewed in the 


Captain's Conference Room of Men's Central Jail by Internal Affairs' investigators. 


Deputy Nunez said she was working Prowl 3 on the 6000 Hospital floor when she heard someone 
banging on a cell door. Deputy Nunez determined the banging noise was coming from inside of 
Hospital Сећ #6029. She said she wentto the cell door and asked the inmate why he was banging 
onthe door. Deputy Nunez said that the inmate (later identified as Richard McKinnon) told her that 
he was having chest pains and needed to go to the clinic for his heart medication. 


IAB NOTE: At the time, I/M McKinnon was the only one in the cell. 


Use of Force 
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Deputy Nunez said she told I/M McKinnon she would take him to the clinic to have his blood 

pressure taken and would check on his medication. She said she had prior contacts with /M 

McKinnon and that he was cooperative on those occasions. Deputy Nunez further stated that I/M 

McKinrion didn't appear to be upset or hostile. She said she unlocked his cell door and ИМ ` 
McKinnon stepped out of the cell. She said I/M McKinnon took a few steps out of his cell, then 

went back in to retrieve his walker, then exited again. Deputy Nunez said that she found out later 

that I/M McKinnon had been medically reclassified the night before and that his walker should have 

been taken away, as he no longer required one. 


Deputy Nunez said as she secured the cell door, I/M McKinnon began walking down the hallway 
and said, "I'm going to talk to Morales and then I'll go to the clinic.” 


IAB NOTE: Itis believed that I/M McKinnon was referring to Senior Deputy Morales 
who is a line supervisor assigned to the 6000 floor. 


Deputy Nunez said that VM McKinnon walked away from her and appeared to be walking fast, as 
he pushed the walker in front of him. Deputy Nunez said she told I/M McKinnon to stop, that she 
needed to talk to him. Deputy Nunez said that I/M McKinnon told her, "No, I'm going to talk to 
Morales no matter what. l'm getting my medication." 


Deputy Nunez said that despite her repeated demands for McKinnon to stop, he continued walking 
away from her. She said she moved in front of him and told him that he needed to follow her 
orders and go to the clinic. 


Deputy Nunez said I/M McKinnon then began pushing his walker toward her, as ifto push his way 
past her. She said she asked I/M McKinnon what he was doing, and told him that he was being 
belligerent and needed to go back to his cell. I/M McKinnon told her, "Get out of my way you bitch. 
| don't care if you are a Sheriff. | need to go." Deputy Nunez said she ordered him to stop. 
Realizing what he was saying, and at the same time trying to be patient due to his age. She then 
ordered him to go back to his cell. 


Deputy Nunez said I/M McKinnon lifted his walker off the ground, shook it in front of her, then 
dropped it and raised his fists, holding them at chest level, like in a boxer's stance. Deputy Nunez 
said she felt he was going to assault her and felt threatened by his actions. She said due to ИМ 
McKinnon's aggressive behavior, their difference in size, weight, reach, and the fact that he was 
becoming more hostile, she felt she needed to act. Deputy Nunez said she didnt think she had 
time to use her pepper spray. Fearing for her safety, she punched I/M McKinnon once on the left 
side of his head, with her right fist, near the temple. Deputy Nunez said I/M McKinnon then swung 
at her, using both of his fists and hit her on the upper left side of her chest and as he punched her, 
he told her, “You are a bitch, yes you are.”

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Deputy Nunez said I/M McKinnon grabbed her by the collar of her “Class B" uniform shirt and held 
her with one hand, as he continued to punch her with his other hand. She said she hit him in the 
stomach with both of her fists, but he didn't release her as he continued to punch her and as he 
tried to kick her. 


Deputy Nunez said C.A. Quinonez was the first person to come to her aid and she heard CA. 
Quinonez order I/M McKinnon to stop fighting and to place his hands behind his back. Deputy 
Nunez said she couldn't see what C.A. Quinonez did, but all three of them landed on the floor. She 
said she was partially on top of I/M McKinnon, as he held onto her shirt as they fell. Deputy Nunez 
said she believes that when they hit the floor, /M McKinnon landed on his side. 


Deputy Nunez said Deputy Solorio then ran over, followed by Оериу йг Deputy ЖА 
She said someone told her to get up, as they tried to get I/M McKinnon's hands behind his back. 
Deputy Nunez said that despite his age, I/M McKinnon is very strong and that he continued to 
struggle the whole time. She said C.A Quinonez and Deputy Solorio struggled to get I/M McKinnon 
handcuffed and that Deputy ЕШ е! onto М McKinnon's feet as he tried to kick at them. 


Deputy Nunez said Deputy ^2 trying to get I/M McKinnon's arm from underneath him and 
that Deputy M struck ИМ McKinnon's shoulder with a flashlight to make him release his arm 
from under his chest. Deputy Nunez described the flashlight strikes as a “tug,” saying they were 
underhanded and more of a push, then a strike. 


Deputy Nunez said that once ММ McKinnon was handcuffed, no additional force was used. She 
said Senior Morales and Sergeant Flores were notified and I/M McKinnon was escorted to the clinic 
for medical treatment. Deputy Nunez said she did not see anyone kick I/M McKinnon before or 
after he was handcuffed and that Deputy 2 the only person that deployed a flashlight 
during the struggle. 


Custody Assistant Rigoberto Quinonez 
On December 26, 2006, at approximately 2:16 PM, С.А. Rigoberto Quinonez was interviewed in 
the Captain's Conference Room of Men's Central Jail by Internal Affairs’ investigators. 


С.А. Quinonez said he was near the 6000 Hospital Control Booth when he heard Deputy Nunez 
shouting, "Hey, hey.” He said he tumed and looked at the observation mirror (mounted in the 
hallway) and saw the reflection of an inmate punching Deputy Nunez. 


С.А. Quinonez said he ran over to where they were fighting and that he body blocked the inmate 
(later identified as VM McKinnon), knocking him off balance and into the wall. He said as he was 
running toward them he yelled for I/M McKinnon to stop fighting. When I/M McKinnon didn't, С.А. 
Quinonez struck I/M McKinnon with his right shoulder, to McKinnon's left side. С.А. Quinonez said 
he was afraid that if he didn’t do something quick, Deputy Nunez would have been hurt. He said 
he considered using his “ОС” spray, but didn't feel it was the right option. 
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С.А. Quinonez said with the help of assisting Deputy Solorio, they (Solorio and һе) were able to 
force I/M McKinnon to the floor. He said he believes I/M McKinnon landed on his side and that М 
McKinnon's face struck the floor. С.А. Quinonez said upon hitting the floor, he immediately saw 
blood оп McKinnon's forehead. He said that he did not see any blood prior to the take down. С.А. 
Quinónez said I/M McKinnon is very strong and that even on the floor, I/M McKinnon continued to 
resist and refuse to obey commands. 


С.А. Quinonez said they tried to handcuff М McKinnon, however, McKinnon placed his right arm 
undemeath his chest and refused to allow deputies to handcuff him. He said after forcing 
McKinnon's arm out from underneath his chest, ИМ McKinnon refused to place his right arm behind 
his back, and began kicking his legs. С.А. Quinonez said Deputy] held McKinnon's legs 
down, and after several minutes of struggling, they were successful in forcibly handcuffing I/M 
McKinnon. 


С.А. Quinonez said he didn't make any comments to I/M McKinnon about his conduct and that no 
additional force was used after I/M McKinnon was handcuffed. He said he did not see anyone kick 
ИМ McKinnon and that his own force consisted of the tackle, takedown, and the resisted 
handcuffing. 


Deputy Robert Solorio 
On December 26, 2006, at approximately 2:52 PM, Deputy Robert Solorio was interviewed in the 
Captain's Conference Room of Men's Central Jail by Internal Affairs’ investigators. 


Deputy Solorio said he was assigned to Hospital Movement #1 on 6000 when he heard yelling and 
the sound of keys rattling, coming from the area of the 6000 Mess Hall. 


Deputy Solorio said he ran to the Mess Hall to investigate, with С.А. Quinonez several feet in front 
of him. He said Deputy Nunez was involved in a fight with an inmate. 


Deputy Solorio said the inmate (later identified as I/M McKinnon) was punching Deputy Nunez with 
both of his fists and that I/M McKinnon appeared to have the greater reach, as he punched down 
at her, striking her chest. He said he yelled at I/M McKinnon to get on the ground and that I/M 
McKinnon ignored his commands and continued to strike Deputy Nunez. 


Deputy Solorio said he grabbed ММ McKinnon's shirt and with the assistance of C.A. Quinonez, 
forced I/M McKinnon to the floor. Deputy Solorio said the take down was a hard takedown and 
that he (Deputy Solorio) went down to the floor with I/M McKinnon. I/M McKinnon continued to 
struggle and resist being handcuffed by kicking his feet and jerking his body. He said M 
McKinnon tensed his arms and kept his right arm underneath his chest to keep from being 
handcuffed. Deputy Solorio said he tried to gain control I/M McKinnon’s right arm, which ИМ 
McKinnon had tucked under his chest. He said he wasn't sure who had I/M McKinnon's left arm. 
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Deputy Solorio said he didn't see anyone use any impact weapons and that after I/M McKinnon 
was handcuffed, no additional force was used. He said he didn't see anyone kick I/M McKinnon, 
nor did he hear anyone address ІМ McKinnon regarding his conduct after the fight. 


Deputy Solorio said his force was limited to the take down and the resisted handcuffing. 


Deputy Solorio said he sustained scratches to his right forearm, but did declined medical treatment.

On December 26, 2006, at approximately 3:11 PM, Deputy lll wes interviewed in the 
Captain's Conference Room of Men's Central Jail by intemal Affairs’ investigators. 


перу said пе was in the 6000 Hospital Control Booth, exchanging a battery on his radio, 
when he heard noises and saw deputies struggling with an inmate. Deputy 2:0 he ran out 
of the booth and observed that an inmate (later identified as I/M McKinnon) was holding Deputy 
Nunez by her uniform shirt. He said С.А. Quinonez and Deputy Solorio were grappling with I/M 
McKinnon. Deputy го it appeared as if the three of them tripped. He did not see how they 
landed or if IM/ McKinnon was injured in the takedown. 


Deputy — С.А. Quinonez and Deputy Solorio were slightly on top of I/M McKinnon, trying 
to hand cuff М McKinnon. He said McKinnon was somewhat on his stomach and rolling to his 
side, as he flailed and jerked his body. Deputy Misai he took up a position on one knee, near 
McKinnon's head, in order to pin I/M McKinnon's shoulders to the floor. He said he was surprised 
at how strong ИМ McKinnon was. Deputy зіс VM McKinnon was told repeatedly to stop 
fighting and to put his hands behind his back. 


Deputy said \М McKinnon refused to obey their commands to stop fighting and he could 
see that Deputy Mas struggling to gain control of McKinnon's feet. Deputy aid he 
removed his flashlight from his back pocket, and with his left hand (weak hand), struck I/M 
McKinnon 2-3 times on his back, in the area of the shoulder blades. 


Оерцу а he used his flashlight in a side way motion as opposed to an overhead strike, 
due to his position. Deputy said the flashlight strikes caused VM McKinnon to stop fighting 
and allowed deputies to handcuff him. He said that none of the strikes hit /M McKinnon's head. 
Deputy — aic he did not use his OC spray due to the close proximity of the deputies. 


Deputy 2:0 he did not kick ИМ McKinnon, nor did he see anyone else kick him. Не said 
as soon as McKinnon was handcuffed, the incident was over, with no additional force being used. 
De; Г said I/M McKinnon continued to curse them after he was handcuffed. Deputy 
ы, he didn't hear anyone say anything to McKinnon about fighting with Deputy Nunez. 
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On December 26, 2006, at approximately 3:52 PM, Deputy vas interviewed in the 
Captain's Conference Room of Men's Central Jail by Internat Affairs' investigators. 


Deputy Tunforss said he was in the 6000 Hospital Control Both when he saw deputy personnel 
run toward the 6000 Mess Hall. 


He said he immediately followed the deputies to see what was happening and found numerous 
deputies trying to restrain an I/M. Оер!у Шә the VM (later identified as ИМ McKinnon) 
was on the floor, with deputies on top of him. He said the deputies were telling I/M McKinnon to 
stop fighting, as they tried to get his hands behind his back to handcuff him. Deputy гіс 
ИМ McKinnon was refusing to be handcuffed and appeared to be trying to get away from the 
deputies. He said close by in the middle of the hallway, was a walker. 


Deputy said he immediately went to I/M McKinnon's feet and secured them by pinning 
them to the ground so that he couldn't move. He said that I/M McKinnon was wearing some type 
of plastic walking boots and wanted to prevent ИМ McKinnon from moving or possibly kicking one 
ofthe deputies. Deputy aid when he looked up, he could see С.А. Quinonez was sitting 
оп the upper portion of I/M McKinnon's legs. He said because of С.А. Quinonez's position on I/M 
McKinnon, his (Deputy view was blocked. 


Deputy Г В he has had prior contacts with /M McKinnon and that I/M McKinnon 
uently complains of chest pains and requests to go to the clinic for his nitroglycerin pills. Deputy 
aid he has not see this type of behavior from I/M McKinnon before. 


Deputy EB ic that he didn't kick I/M McKinnon and didn't see anyone else kick him. He 
said he didn't see any impact weapons being used and didn't hear any of the deputies chastise I/M 
McKinnon for fighting with Deputy Nunez. He said as soon as М McKinnon stopped fighting, he 
left and went back to the control booth to contact the floor senior and sergeant. 
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
